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Friends  in  the  Orient  Returning  . . . 


When  Yearly  Meeting  convenes,  our  Friends 
in  the  Orient,  the  Seavers,  will  have  returned 
from  Hong  Kong  and  will  be  meeting  with  us. 
During  their  two  years  abroad,  they  have  kept 
readers  of  the  Bulletin  well  informed  about  their 
experiences  and  impressions.  Much,  however,  re- 
mains to  be  said  and  an  opportunity  will  be 
afforded  to  report  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  and 
to  answer  questions  that  remain  unanswered. 

Perhaps  we  should  mention  that  the  Seavers 
are  hoping  that  visas  may  be  granted  to  them 
and  a small  group  of  other  Hong  Kong  residents 
for  at  least  a short  visit  to  Canton  before  they 
return. 

Our  Committee  held  a special  mid-year  meet- 
ing in  Berkeley  in  March  at  the  time  of  the 
Executive  Committee  meeting.  Two  major  items 
of  business  considered  were:  plans  for  the  Seavers 
to  report  after  their  return  and  the  selection 
of  a new  Friend  in  the  Orient. 

The  subject  of  China  is  to  be  given  special 
emphasis  at  the  Yearly  Meeting,  since  the  re- 
turn of  the  Seavers  from  Hong  Kong  gives  peculiar 
timeliness  to  our  thinking  about  China. 

The  Committee  in  its  special  meeting  took 
note  of  San  Dal  Cha’s  announced  intention  of 
visiting  his  homeland.  South  Korea,  and  inquired 
whether  he  would  be  willing  to  extend  his  visit 
to  a minimum  of  six  months  and  serve  as  the 
Friend  in  the  Orient.  He  responded  favorably 
to  the  proposal  and  will  be  willing  to  serve  if 
he  can  make  satisfactory  arrangements  at  home 
to  be  away  for  that  period  of  time. 

The  Committee  sent  out  an  appeal  during 
the  year  for  relief  for  the  suffering  people  of 
Bangladesh.  This  was  followed  by  a nationwide 
appeal  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee which  has  now  taken  over  the  solicitation 
of  funds. 

A financial  report  will  be  submitted  by  the 
Committee  at  Yearly  Meeting.  Friends  have  sup- 
ported quite  well  the  work  of  the  Friend  in 
the  Orient  Committee.  It  should  be  pointed 


out,  however,  that  this  is  an  ongoing  project 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  needs  to  be  kept 
in  mind  by  individual  Friends  and  Monthly  Meet- 
ings in  planning  their  giving  to  special  projects 
of  this  kind.  It  is  hoped  that  contributions  will 
keep  coming  in  regularly  so  that  a crisis  will 
not  arise  requiring  a special  appeal.

Leaving, 

Returning 

Stuart  Jnnerst  received  a personal  invitation 
from  Peking  to  visit  the  People’s  Republic  for 
a period  of  five  weeks.  He  was  to  be  the  guest 
of  the  Chinese  People’s  Association  for  Friend- 
ship with  Foreign  Countries. 

The  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee  has 
approved  his  going  as  a Friend  in  the  Orient 
with  some  funds  from  the  Committee’s  reserve 
to  supplement  his  savings.  So  that  we  may  be 
ready  to  support  future  Friends  in  the  Orient, 
the  Committee  trusts  that  Monthly  Meetings  and 
individual  Friends  will  be  glad  to  help  replenish 
this  reserve.  Gifts  may  be  sent  to  Robert  Young,

The  invitation  came  on  the  recommendation 
of  Mr.  Tang  Ming  Chao,  whom  Stuart  first 
met  in  Moscow  in  1962  and  again  in  Warsaw 
in  1963.  Tang  then  promised,“Your  time  to  visit 
China  will  come.”  A letter  in  February  remind- 
ing him  of  this  brought  the  cabled  invitation. 
Stuart  was  to  leave  May  22,  spend  two  days 
in  Hong  Kong,  enabling  him  to  see  the  Seavers 
and  other  Quakers,  then  enter  China  on  May  26. 

It  might  be  mentioned  that  Tang  Ming  Chao 
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is  the  Chinese  who  made  the  arrangements  for 
the  British  Quakers  to  visit  China  in  the  1950s. 
Recently,  he  was  appointed  by  Secretary  General 
Kurt  Waldheim  of  the  United  Nations  to  the 
post  of  Secretary  for  Political  Affairs  and  De- 
colonization. His  daughter  Nancy  Tang  will  be 
remembered  by  television  viewers  of  the  Nixon 
visit  as  the  capable  translator  for  Premier  Chou 
and  President  Nixon. 

The  Seavers  plan  to  arrive  in  San  Francisco 
on  July  1.  They  will  be  available  for  speaking 
engagements  in  Monthly  Meetings  before  Yearly 
Meeting.  Stephen  Thomas  has  consented  to  co- 
ordinate appointments  for  them  within  the  Col- 
lege Park  Quarterly.  His  address  is  517  Cowell 
St.,  Stanford  University,  Stanford,  CA  94300. 

Obviously,  the  Seavers  cannot  be  expected 
' to  meet  requests  from  all  Monthly  Meetings. 
Any  requests  coming  from  south  of  the  College 
Park  Quarterly  should  be  addressed  to  Gretchen

two  Meetings  in  the  area  for  a visit  from  the 
Seavers  so  as  to  save  time  and  travel  expense. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  cost  of  travel  will  be  borne 
by  freewill  offerings  in  all  instances.

MEMORIALS 

MARJORIE  SHEETS  WEBER.  A memorial  ser- 
vice was  held  April  15,  1972,  at  the  Palo  Alto 
Friends  Meetinghouse  for  Marjorie  Sheets  Weber, 
who  died  in  Olney,  Maryland,  on  February  10, 
1972,  after  a long  and  painful  illness.  Majorie 
had  a master’s  degree  in  economics  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  held  several  positions 
in  federal  service.  In  1923  she  married  George 
Minch  Weber,  who  survives  her.  She  is  survived 
also  by  Roger  Lorenz  of  Monterey  Peninsula 
Meeting  and  four  other  nephews  and  by  two 
older  sisters.  The  Webers  spent  three  years  in 
voluntary  relief  work  for  the  AFSC,  mostly  in 
Germany,  after  World  War  II.  As  members  of 
Palo  Alto  Meeting  they  became  active  in  AFSC 
and  FCL  work  in  San  Francisco.  Upon  leaving 
for  Maryland,  the  Webers  gave  their  house,  ad- 
jacent to  Palo  Alto  Meetinghouse,  to  the  Meet- 
ing. Weber  House  is  used  for  hospitality,  class 
rooms  and  small  gatherings. 

GRACIA  DOZE  BOOTH.  “Her  kindness,  lov- 
ingness, her  joy  in  all  life,  reached  out  and 
touched  our  souls,”  wrote  Marbie  Brault  in  a 
tribute  to  Gracia  Doze  Booth,  member  of  Pima 
Meeting,  who  died  December  30,  1971.  In  a 
memorial  minute,  Pima  Meeting  noted:  “For  ap- 
proximately forty  years  she  faithfully  carried 
out  her  duties  as  wife  of  Raymond  Booth, 
Quaker  paster  serving  several  Friends  Churches 
and  Meetings.  She  was  deeply  involved  with 
Raymond  Booth  in  the  Canadian  National  Re- 
fugee Committee  just  prior  to  World  War  II, 
especially  in  providing  hospitality  for  the  dis- 
placed refugees.”  She  was  very  active  in  behalf 
of  AmericanJapanese  during  and  after  the  war.
